IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Claims of Rival Leaders in Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Michigan. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 7.—|by the Associated 
Press.| The cClose of the campaign 
finds both politica! parties confident in 
the Northwest, The Democrats for the 
most part feel that it is assured they 
will elect the Governor in Illinois, and 
there are many who even expect that 
the electoral Vote of the State will be 
cast for Cleveland. Republicans laugh 


at these pretensions, and the State 
Committee appears to be quite confi- 
dent of a Republican victory all along 


the lire in Illinois. From the branch 
Democratic national headquarters here 
telegrams Were sent today,to all local 
committees in the North st assuring 
them thata careful poll left no room 
for dowbt of Cleveiand’s success in Illi- 
nois and Wistonstn. This afternoon 
Chairman Cable, of the western head- 
quarters, made to a fepresentative of 
tue Associated Press the following 
statement of the situation in the North- 
west. 

‘In Illinois the Democratic organiza- 
tion was never in better condition. 
From all parts of the State I have re- 
ceived letters showing that Democrats 
are enthused with the prospect. From 
careful examination of the polls re- 
ceived from the State, I believe the 
two parties will come to Chicago very 
nearly even, and that the majority 
here will be ovér 4000, which will 
give the State to Cleveland and Altgeld 
by a handsome plurality. 

‘I have just received a dispatch from 
Chairman Campau, of the Michigan 
Democratic Committee, saying that the 
Democracy will have eight electors-at- 
large, a majority of Congressmen, and 
a Democratic Legisiature. A dispatch 
just received from the chairman of the 
South Dakota Democratic State Com- 
mittee gives me assurance that the 
Weaver electors will have a plurality, 
carrying out the policy of the State 
Committee in Dakota of supporting 
Weaver electors. Chairman Wall, of 
the Wisconsin State Committee, tele- 
phones me that he has no reason to 
change the estimate made public last 
Saturday, thave.e Democrats will have 
a majority of 13,000 outside of Mil- 
waukee. In Iowa our friends have 
made a good figat and predict that they 
will carry the State. I feel that the 
present Republican admission that 
lowa is fairly to be counted as a doubt- 
ful State as muchof a victory as I can 
claim for the party in a State always 
so overwhelmingly Republican.” 

Hon. William J. Campbell, Illinois 
member of the Republican National 
Committee, said to an Associated Press 
reporter that he believed Iilinois would 
give a majority for the Harrison elect- 
ors larger than four years ago, and that 
Gov. Fifer would be triumphantly re- 
elected. Campbell states that his in- 
formation from Wisconsin is of an as- 
suring character, and he felt sanguine 
of a majority for Harrison, and the 
election of Spooner for Governor bv a 
plurality of several thousand. He did 
not regard lowa as any more in doubt 
than Ohio or Pennsylvania. 

Regarding other Western States he 
said: ‘Ii know that members of the 
Natioga! Committee feel that the situa- 
tion has steadily improved for a fort- 
night, aad the Repubiican leaders are 
sangpine of success everywhere except 
in Nevada. The loss of a portion of the 
electors of Minnesota is possible, but 
by nomeansprobable. My advices lead 
me to believe that, while the vote may 
be close in Indiana, the chances are de- 
cidedly favorable to the Republicans.’ 

Mitwavckee (Wis.,) Nov. 7.—The-vote 
of Wisconsin tomorrow will be com- 
pared with 1888 when Harrison re-

Kansas City, Nov. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press. | Gen. Miles passed 
through here today, having completed 
his annual inspection of reservations.

Chinamen Who Are Not Chinese. 

The British consul in Hai-Nan says the 
during the past year he has made tw: 
journeys in that island, one to certai: 
prominent hills near Heihow known a 
the Hummocks, which lie fifteen miles t 
the west on the road to Cheng-Mai, th: 
other a gunboat crnise to Hansul bay 
The people at both these places, and pre 
sumably all along the northwest coast 
though believing themselves Chinese 
speak a language which is not only not 
Chinese, but has a large percentage of the 
words exactly similar to Siamese, Shan 
Laosor Muong. Thetypeof the people. 
too, is decidedly Shan, without the typica! 
Chinese almond eye. At one time (1,000 
years ago) the Al-lau or Nen-chau empire 
of the Thai race extended from Yun-Nan 
to the sea, and the modern Muongs of Ton 
quin, like the Shans of Quang-See prov 
inces, the ancestors of both of which 
tribes belonged to that empire, probably 
sent colonies over to Hai-Nan, or the 
Chinese generals may have sent prisoners 
of war over. 

It is certain that some at least of the 
unlettered but by no means uncivilized 
tribes in the central parts of Hai-Nan 
speak atype of language which is totally 
different from that spoken by the Shan 
speaking tribes of the northwest coast. 
Yet the Chinese indiscriminately call all 
non-Chinese Ilai-Nan dialects the Li lan. 
guage.—London Nature.

THE COURTS. 


A New Trial Refused in the 
Lafferty Case. 


Judge Ross’s Opinion on Liability of 
Railroad Companies. 


They do Not Insure the Lives or 
Limbs of Employes. 


But Mast Use All Reasonable Precantions 
in Protecting Them—Lunacy Exam- 
ination Before Judge Smith— 
General Court Notes. 


In the United States District Court 
yesterday Judge Ross denied the mo- 
tion for a new trial in the case of Mrs. 
Mollie Lafferty, administratrix, etc., 
vs. the Southern Pacific Company, in 
accordance with the following brief 
opinion rendered therein: 


The ground for the motion for a new trial 
is thatthe Court ought to have held asa 
matter of law that there was no negligence 
shown onthe part of the defendant com- 
pany, and therefore erred in submitting 
that question to the jury. 

The accident that caused the death of the 
deceased, Lafferty, damages tor which are 
sought in this action, was occasioned by a 
collision between the train on which he was 
a brakeman and two engines of the defend- 
ant, which, in some way not shown, left the 
yard of the railroad company at Fresno 
and g6t upon the main track, thus causing 
the collision. 

The evidence showed that those engines 
were taken into the yardin the evening by 
their respective engineers, upon the con- 
clusion of their day’s run, and left standing 
upon one of the tracks in the yard, with 
water in them and fires burning. li was 
not claimed in the case that either of the 
tracks or switches of the railroad itself, nor 
thateither of the engines that caused the 
accident were in any respect defective. 
There was no evidence tending to show in 
what way the engines were made to move 
from where they were left standing in the 
yard. The night was foggy and dark, and 
the theory of counsel was that they must 
have been putin motion by some thought- 
less or evil-disposed person. 

As the engines were left with steam up, 
in accordance with the custom prevailing 
in the yard at Fresno, the law, [ think, de. 
volved upon the company the duty of tak- 
ing reasonable precautions to see that they 
were not tampered with or moved. And 
that the company recognized its duty in 
that regard is shown by the fact tliat it em.- 
ployed a man to watch the engines during 
the night. But the evidence showed that 
the duty of wiping the engines and putting 
them in order for service the next morning 
was also imposed upon the watchman. 
Whether or not the precaution thus taken 
by the defendant was a reasonable precau. 
tion was, 1 think, properly left to the jury 
to decide. under appropriate instructions, 
in view ot all the facts and circumstances 
of the case. The Courttold the jury that, 
in determining that question, they were to 
remember that the company was not an in. 
surer of the lives oc limbs of its employés, 
but was bound to exercise ordinary care 
and to do what was reasonable to 
protect them; that Lafferty, when 
he accepted the employment of the 
railroad company, undertook all of the 
risks that necessarily and naturally apper- 
tain tothe business, and that for negli- 


gence of his fellow-servants the company 


was not liable. It was not alleged or 
claimed that the watchman was incompe- 
tent or inany way negligent, but it was 
claimed on the part of the plaintiff that 
one watchman who had placed upon him 
the additional duty of wiping three engines 
was not enough. The case showed that 
three engines were usually kept in the 
yard at night,with water and fires burning, 
a that on the night in question there 

three there to be wiped and watched 
by the watchman. The evidence was that 
the engineers had instructions to group the 
engines together so that they could be more 
effectually watched; but that they failed to 
do so on the night of the accident. For 
this negligence in that regard the Court in- 
structed the jury that the defendant com- 
pany was not responsible, and the case was 
therefore to be considered by the jury as if 
the engines were grouped together; but, 
whether one man cculd wipe the engines 
and at the same time exercise reasonable 
watch fulness and care of three, each one of 
which was susceptible of being instantly 
moved, was, I think, properly left to the de- 
termination of the jury in view of all the 
tacts and circumstances of the case.

LUNACY EXAMINATIONS, 

Judge Smith yesterday held three ex- 
aminations into charges of insanity 
preferred against as many individuals, 
two of whom were, in accordance with 
the recommendation of Drs. Bicknell 
and Kierulff, the commissioners ap- 
pointed for the purpose, duly adjudged 
insane, while the third was discharged. 

The first patient examined was D. F. 
LeRoy, a native of Massachusetts, 37 
years of age, and a cigarmaker by 
occupation. For the past two years he 
has been very unhappy on account of 
constant whisperings in his ears by 
unseen spirits, and as he recently 
threatened to kill his employer, he was 
considered dangerous, 
Stockton asylum. 

John Higgins, a native of Virginia, 
54 years of age, was an old soldier, 
who believed himself to be the highest 
Masonic Templar in the country, and 
insisted that Lee surrendered his sword 
to him by order of Grant. He also 
claimed that he owned the entire San 
Jacinto grant. The old man’s case was 
diagnosed as alcoholic tremor, and in 
view of the fact that he was dangerous 
to himself and cthers when drinking, 
he was committed to Napa asylum. 

Robert Easton, a native of England, 
87 years of age, and a laborer by occu- 
pation, was the third patient, but there 
being no evidence of his having threat- 
ened to do any injury, and his malady 
being only of a temporary order, he 
was ordered discharged. 

HELD TO ANSWER, 

Hugh Hayes appeared before United 
States Commissioner Van Dyke yester- 
day for examination upon the charge of 
having twice registered illegally, and 
was held to answer under bonds in the 
sum of $500. 

The witnesses examined for the pros- 
ecution were George Brown, A. B. Law- 
son, G. H. Buckingham. Dan J. McCarty, 
S. S. Sickle, G. W. Gregg, and W. A. 
Hammel, who was called in rebuttal. 
Their testimony was somewhat conflict- 
ing and consisted principally of admis- 
sions made by the defendant to the ofti- 
cers after his arrest on Saturday. 
Hayes, however, took the stand and 
stated that he had only recently come 
into this county and had not registered 
at all,

What the Fathers Thought. 

James Madison wasa staunch Demo- 
crat in his day, but he would not be 
classed among working Democrats 
now, because he did not believe protec- 
tion to be a Republican fraud or un- 
constitutional. Here isthe text of an 
autograph letter from President Madi- 
son, the original of which belongs to 

Attorney F. B. Rex of St. Louis: 

Wasninetox, Feb. 28, 1816. 

Sir: I have received by Lieut. 
| Stewart vour favor of the 10th inst., 


with a piece of woolen cloth committed 
to his care. for which the partners in 


the factory will please to accept my 
thanks. It does much credit to the 
skill of the manager, and is a flattering 
sample ofthe progress of this branch of 


manufactire among- us. Nothing = is 
Wanted, it appears from the multiplica- 
tion and success of the) woolen factor- 


ies, but a sufficiency of the material, 
which avery short time will furnish, 
and a protection against temporary 


dangers, which I hope will not be with- 
}held. It would be truly unfortunate if, 
from any cause, the ground which has 
been happily gained for useful manu- 
factures should be lost, and the country 
thrown back to its former dependence 
on foreign supplies. It has been long 
ago discovered that the introduction of 
manufactures into a country is attended 
withso many difficulties that it does 
not take place without the aid of criti- 
cal circumstances; anda failure of the 
existing experiment, advanced as it now 
is. would be the greatest of all discour- 
agements. It is well-known that Great 
Britian—herself the greatest woolen 
manufacturer inthe world—owes her 
succcess to the persecutions which 
drove the artists from their own coun- 
try to that asylum. The establish- 
ment of other branches of her manu- 
factures had its source in the persecut- 
ing edicts of France. The state of the 
world at present holds out similar ad- 
vantages, of which the United States 
ought to availthemselves. Accept, sir, 
my friendly respects. James Mapison.

tees, we have examined the provisions of 
the Australian Ballot Law as enacted by 
the last Legislature to determine the right 
ot an elector whose name does not appear 
on the printed copies of the Great Register 
to vote at the coming election. We have 
been unable to find any provision authoriz- 
ing the use of certificates of the County 
Clerk toshow that the voter whose name 
does not so appear on the printed copics 
has been registered on the Great Register 
in the office of the County Clerk. On the 
contrary. in our opinion, the statute in sev- 
eral provisions requires that the name of 
every votor entitled to vote shall appear on 
the printed copies of the Great Register in 
use atthe polls. (See sections 1083, 1117,

That-service was rendered in 
Mr. McLachlan’s time, but, as Mr. Perry, 
chairman of the Board of Supervisors, has 
explained in an affidavit, that amount was 
paid to Mr. Carpenter for examining and 
passing upon the validity of bonds in order 
to satisfy an intending purchaser that they 
would be asafe investment. The opinion 
of Mr. McLachlan as attorney for th 
county selling the bonds. would not have 
been acceptable to that intending purchaser, 
and the board was compelled to hire an 
outside lawyer. 

Now, if I could find out these thines by a 
glance atthe tace of the bills, why could 
not the gentiman who made the speech, 
who is a lawyer, and whose name is H. C, 
Dillon? Weil, on further inquiry I found 
that Mr. Dillon did not look up the records; 
that Mr. Edgar Moore, the expert account- 
ant, had examined them tor him. Mr. 
Moore, as a man well used to looking up ac- 
counts, had discovereds what I had subse- 
quently found out, that the bills spoken of 
were tor sevices rendered or contracted 
for during Mr. Kelly's time, with, I sup- 
pose, the exception at tee bill above noted.

FRAUDULENT KAWEAH AGAIN, 


A Sofferer’s Description of the Connection 


of H. C, Dillon. 

Los ANGELES, Nov. 5.—fTo the Editor of 
THE TiMES.| The time now is sbort for the 
voter to decide as between who he shall vote 
for—James McLachlan for District Attor- 
ney, With a clean record, or H C. Dillon, 
smirched with Kaweah Colony frauds and a 
local prevaricator of campaigmutterances. 
Only a few days ago the shamelessness of 
Dillon was exposed in Visalia. The proof 
is in the Sheriff's office at Visalia, and can- 
not be denied. Every mechanic, laborer 
and owner of small acreage in Los Angeles 
county should rebuke Dillon, and vote fora 
man who is above reproach. 

In the first place, it is known that Dillon's 
name appeared atthe head of the Kaweah 
Colony Company's newspaper as attorney. 
If he does not remember it, then the poor, 
unfortunate settler, lured from a far-off 
home, does remember it. 

The poor settier paid his money into the 
coffers of the trustees—the latter under 
false pretenses collecting it. 

Asmali part of the money, which was 
raised by assessing the settler, went to- 
ward purchasing harrows, plows, and other 
farming utensils which, under the colony 
regulation, were to be used by the colonists. 
Seme of the money also went into the 
colony newspaper, which printed H. C. Dil- 
lon's name, among others, as attorneys for 
the colony. The colony trustees had to 
have a sate and office furniture, a printing 
press to print their paper on, andtype, etc., 
andthe settlers, of course, advanced the 
money through the regular channel to pay 
for ail these things. 

Those on the inside of the colony ‘‘work- 
ings’’ must have known that the colony was 
a fraud top and bottom. Is it possible that 
Dillon, a reputed bright lawyer, did not 
know that the whole thing was a fraud at 
the time his name was appearing atthe 
head of the colony newspaper as one of its 
attorneys? 

Whem the glaring inducements were 
being heralded abroad, andat the time 
when an unfortunate settler, his family, 
and bis allin his pocket, arrived at the coi- 
ony, did Dillon not know that that poor set- 
tler was being deceived? If he says ‘‘No," 
then he is not intelligent enough to fill the 
position of District Attorney of Los Angeles 
county. 

After the United States Government took 
ahandinthe Kaweah Colony scheme by 
bringing suit against the colony for tres. 
passirg on Government timber land (the 
colony projectors having fraudulently cir- 
cled some of the latter landinside of its 
boundaries,) Dillon appeared as attorney 
for the colony. The Government won, and 
the colony struck a rockon which it was 
wrecked. The most bare-faced scheme to 
rob poor people was exposed. 

The Visalia Delta exposed the Kaweah 
Colony frauds in several lengthy articles 
running through many Issues of that paper 
a few months ago, and I refer you to Mr. 
Stewart, its editor. 

The colony scheme was one of the greatest 
frauds that wasever gotten up in the 
United States. Emigrants from far-off 
places were lured tothe Tulare gravel pits 
by the colored literature sent out by the 
colony company, and through indu ents 
of lying agents. Sogreat was the fraud 
perpetrated on these poor people that they 
appealed to the last Congress for relief. 

While on the witness standin Judge Ross's 
court in this citv (in a suit brought against 
the colony) one of the colony trustecs 
stated that the colony had 1000 acres 
planted in grain. In his answer in the 
timber-cutting case the same member ot 
the board of trustees said the colony had 
10,000 fruit trees and 3000 forest trees set 
out, and 5000 orange trees to be 
transplanted. He also stated that the 
colony had thirty inhabited log houses. 
The same person had letter-heads printed 
on which Kaweah Colony was described 
as consisting of four settlements— 
Advance, Arcady, East’ Branch and 
the Road Camp. Secretary Martin 
also stated before the Los Angeles group 
about April, 1890, that the colony had in 
about 200 acres of haythat year. At the 
same time the capacity of the colony saw- 
mill was stated as being 10,000 feet per 
day. Ina ‘call for funds’’ the capacity of 
the shingle mill was given as ‘40,000 per 
day.”’ 

When the light of truth is turned upon 
these statements thev simmer down to the 
following: The 240-acre townsite, con- 
trolled by the colony, is rocky, and less 
than half can be cultivated by the ordinary 
means. About forty acres, only, are culti- 
vated by the colony, to which may be 
added seventeen acres rented from Samuel 
H&tistead, aneighbor. There are about one 
hundred fruit trees, only, at the colony, 
and at one time there were a number of 
seedlings bedded in amnursery. At East 
Branch, which is not controlled by the 
colony, eighty acres are cultivated, about 
tive acres being in trees and vines, The 
“thirty inhabited log cablns,"’ like the 
“temple and theater” in Mar ble Cafion, are 
of the future. The four settlements of Ka- 
wea were as follows: Advance, the chief 
city, consisted at that time of a few tents, 
the most substantiial structure being an 
open stable of round poles, supporting a 
roof consisting of shakes and canvas. 
East Branch had a barn somewhat sim- 
ilar and afewtents. The road camp com- 
prised a hali-dozen 8x10 or 8x12 tents and 
a ‘‘restaurant,’’ made by stretching some 
canvas over poles, the whole being shifted 
from timeto time as necessity required. 
Arcady was n small, and untenanted log 
cabin. The sawmill mentioned cut, in- 
stead of 10,000 feet of lumber per day, 
only 197 feet, as testifedto by Mr. Bar- 
nard, the owner, at the trialin Los Angeles 
already spoken of. The best the mill could 
do was to cut 1000 feet per day; and the 
shingle mill was pronounced by Mr. Peter- 
ton as practically worthless. Such is the 
composite picture presented by the 1000 
cultivated acres, the 300®acres of hay, the 
10.000 fruit trees, 3000 forest trees, 5000 
orange trees, the four settlements, the 
thirty log cabins and the shingle and saw 
mills, when penciled in the huesof plain 
facts. 

After the Government suit had been won 
it was hoped that. some steps would be 
taken to arrange matters so as to allow the 
settlers to save something, but Dillon com- 
menced an action against the colony. He 
came very near taking a default judgment, 
but two of the trustees answering the sum- 
mons, a trial ensued. Dillon won. With 
an execution he accompanied the Visalia 
Sheriff and pointed out forattachment the 
harrows, plows, farming utensils and other 
things that any poor farmer can il! afford 
to dispense with. The safe in the coleny’s 
office and the printing press and type, and 
everything which the poor settler had con- 
tributed his might toward buying was at- 
tached, 

A man named Purdy was placedin charge 
of the chattels attached by the Sheriff 
under Dillon’s instructions. Purdy wasa 
friend of Dillon's. The Sheriff, in making 
up his cost bill, some days after the levy 
had been made, figured in the keeper's fees 
at the legal and customary rate of $3 per 
day. Although given the keeper’ S position 
under Dillon's instructions, Purdy insisted 
on his legal rights and demanded $3 per 
day.. Dillon rather dumbfounded the 
Sheriff and keeper by stating that he had 
previously agreed to pay the keeper $1 per 
day. Purdy stoutly denied that any such 
arrangement had been made, and sought

The keeper was a poor man, with no money 
to fight Dillon in the courts. He gave in 
and accepted the $1 per day, but not until 
he had forced Dillon to swear to the al. 
leged bargain before a competent official.

when all of the papers have been examined 
and placed in shape, every bill of mine will 
be found. It would not benefit me to re- 
move them, and surely it would benetit no 
one else todo it, unless it might be an en- 
emy for political purposes.
